Vishinsky Charge.

LONDON, Feb. 4 (AP) —-The 
Soviet Union offered tonight to 
drop its demands for world Se- 
curity Council action against the 
British in Greece—with the un- 
derstanding that Britain swould 
withdraw its troops there as soon 
as possible. Russia had com- 
plained to the United Nations Or- 
ganization that the presence of 


British forces in Greece endan- 


gered the peace. 

The sudden modification in the 
Russian stand came after another 
acrimonious exchange between 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and Soviet Foreign Vice 
Commissar Andrei Vishinsky, who 
first debated the question last Fri- 
day. Bevin declared Vishinsky 
lied when he charged British 
troops with protecting rightist 
forces in Greece. 

Stettinius Moves Dismissal. 


Edward R. Stettinius Jr., the 
American delegate, moved to dis- 
miss the charges. Both France 
and China, the remaining perma- 
nent members of the Security 
Council, supported Stettinius. 

“We are not here to vote each 
other down,” Stettinius told the 
Council. He said the American 
government was satisfied that the 
British troops in Greece did not 
constitute a situation likely to en- 
danger peace. 

Russia’s move to drop its com- 
plaint brought Bevin to his feet 
with the assertion: 

‘I'm not willing to have a decla- 
ration on the. withdrawal of Brit- 
ish troops because Vishinsky 
doesn’t say British troops do not 
menace peace—does Vishinsky ac- 
cept that?” 

He said he had been willing to 
accept Stettinius’s suggestion that 
the Council simply drop the case, 
but as far as Vishinsky’s state- 
ment was concerned, “really I’m 
not so childish as to fall for that.” 

Thereon Bevin renewed his in- 
sistence that the Council give 
Britain a “clean bill” on the ques- 
tion raised by Russia's charge that 
British forces in Greece had en- 
dangered international peace. The 
Council then adjourned to attempt 
to draft an acceptable statement. 

Bevin-Vishinsky Debate, 

In the preceding debate with 
Vishinsky, who demanded “imme- 
diate withdrawal” of British 
troops from Greece, Bevin assert- 
ed: 

“Mr. Vishinsky says that our 
troops in Greece are protecting 
the right—I give the lie to that.” 

He spoke after Vishinsky, in a 
90-minute statement had_ chal- 
lenged Bevin’s friendliness toward 
the Soviet Union in telling the 
Council last Friday that the “real 
danger” to world peace was Mos- 
cow propaganda against the Brit- 
ish. 

“I'm not unfriendly toward Rus- 
sia,” Bevin said in his detailed re- 
buttal, delivered for the most part 
in a calm, slow voice. “I just 
want equal treatment.” 
Bevin declared that 
charge brought against’ Britain 
by Russia “the honor of my 
country and the British common- 
wealth is involved.” 

He denied emphatically that 
Britain was in any way endanger- 
ing the peace of the world. 

“This charge has caused bitter- 
ness in the hearts of the British

“While a high official of the

Auto Body Firm Says An- 
nouncement May Be 
Made Tonight—G.M, 
Talks Resumed. 


DETROIT, Feb. 4 (AP) — An 
agreement on wage and contract 
differences between the CIO 
United Auto Workers and the 
Briggs Manufacturing Co. was re- 
ported near today as James F. 
Dewey, Federal mediator, re- 
turned to Detroit to direct a re- 
sumption of negotiations between 
the union and General Motors 
Corp. 

A Briggs spokesman said an- 
nouncement of an agreement 
might be made tonight. When ne- 
gotiations were begun last week, 
the UAW said it would seek an 
agreement with Briggs “in line 
with the 18% cents-an-hour in- 
crease given by Chrysler Corp.” 

A wage and contract agreement 
would immediately affect approxi- 
mately 12,000 Briggs employes. 
The firm makes automobile 
bodies. 

General Motors Talks. 

Dewey on his return from Wash- 
ington said he had made a full re- 
port to Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach on the 76-day General 
Motors strike. General Motors 
and the union apparently were 
still in disagreement as to what 
issues will be discussed first as 
Dewey arranged for the fourth 
meeting of the —— this 
afternoon. 

The corporation has held to the 
assertion made before current 
talks began that it would not dis- 
cuss the wage increase demanded 
by the union until certain “unsat- 
isfactory provisions” in the old 
contract, which the company ter- 
minated Dec. 10, are eliminated. 


UAW officers, on the other 
hand, are holding just as firmly 
to their contention that the union’s 
demand for a 30 per cent wage in- 
crease is the primary issue for dis- 
cussion. Last week UAW Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas left the discus- 
sions with the announcement that 
he would not return “until there 
is some evidence that G.M. in- 
tends to settle the strike.” 

General Motors has not assem- 
bled a vehicle since the strike be- 
gan Nov. 21. 

This strike and the nationwide 
steel walkout have produced short- 
ages so severe that production in 
the auto industry, once the high 
point of America’s industrial pic- 
ture, probably will shrink below 
15,000 this week. The prewar aver- 
age in a similar week would have 
topped 100,000. 

Ratifying Chrysler Pact. 

A brighter note in the automo- 
tive picture came with announce- 
ments that some 9000 Chrysler 
Corp. employes were returning to 
work today after a layoff. of sev- 
eral weeks because of the glass 
strike. Nine UAW-CIO locals 
have ratified the new contract 
with Chrysler calling for an 18%- 
cent an hour pay boost. 

The contract has been ratified 
by six Detroit locals, and one each 
in Marysville, Mich., Kokomo, Ind. 
and Evansville, Ind. 

Effects of Steel Strike. 

As a result of the steel strike 
alone, close to 60,000 automobile 
factory employes have been made 
idle, The General Motors strike 
has made 175,000 production work- 
ers idle and an _ undetermined 
number of men in supplier plants 
were ordered to discontinue ship- 
ments to General Motors until 
its 96 closed plants could be re- 
opened.

NUERNBERG, Feb. 4 (AP) — 
Heinrich Himmler ordered the ex- 
ecution of his former sweetheart 
and her “mad doctor” husband to 
hide a story of three years of 


murderous medical experiments 
on Jews and Catholic priests un- 
dertaken at Himmler’s command, 
Allied sources reported yesterday. 

Upon word from the Gestapo 
chieftain, who later took his own 
life after his capture by the Brit- 
ish, the black-shirted guards at 
Dachau shot to death Dr. 5. 
Rascher and his former actress 
wife, Nina Diehl, in April 1945, 
two weeks before the American 
troops overran the concentration 
camp, Allied interrogators were 
told. 

Revealed by Himmler’s Papers. 

The close relationship of Himm- 
ler and the Raschers was dis- 
closed in Himmler’s secret papers 
recovered from a cave at Hallein. 
The papers contained detailed re- 
ports from Rascher on experi- 
ments conducted at Dachau in 
the winter of 1942-43 on the sub- 
ject of reviving unconscious 
frozen men with the heat of nude 
women’s bodies. 

Witnesses at the war crimes 
trial of Dachau camp officials 
last November told how Himmler 
came to the camp from Berlin 
and watched the experiments. 

Nina Diehl became Himmler’s 
secretary and temporary heart in- 
terest after a mediocre stage Ca- 
reer, Later she married Rascher, 
who was commissioned in the SS 
(Elite guard) in October 1939. 
Thanks to his wife he was soon

Self-effacing patriotism was the 
key to the European underground.

In retrospect, it may therefore 
be said that Russia’s informants, 
were too Marxist, too super-| 
ficial in their political analysis of | 
the spiritual forces at work. Deep | 
under the stupid brutality of Nazi, 
heels, a new moral experience | 
was unifying Europe's democratic 
masses in a national and social | 
cohesion of unknown strength. |

erners than among the Russians! 

The Labor victory in England | 
came as a shock in Europe as) 
well as in Washington. But the) 
democratic nations of liberated | 
Europe almost instantly jumped | 
at British Labor's program as a 
welcome political alternative to; 
the managerial centralism of| 
Moscow. 

Prof. Harold Laski’s good-will | 
tour in the summer of 1945 to, 
the Scandinavian countries came 
at a turning point in European 
political history. Before his visit, 
the Communists and the Socialists 
in country after country had 
worked with fear and fervor to 
amalgamate their respective par- 
ties into a “united popular front.” 

Then suddenly the Socialists 
broke off the negotiations. The 
Jeading Communist newspaper in 
Copenhagen wrote an editorial en- 
titled, “Laski Came and Unity 
Went!” The stinging irony of 
the editorial testified to the bit- 
terness of a Marxist mind which 
had seen its European dream 
burst.

chicken-hearted, pink traitors to 
the cause of the proletariat” are 
too well known to need repetition. 

Furthermore, Moscow no longer 
speaks of “the proletariat.” It 
proclaims socialism. It emulates 
democracy, and in its own way it 
believes in what it proclaims, 

It is a matter of definition. It 
may be much more. 

Soviet Idea of Democracy. 

Vishinsky’s famous Bucharest 
speech is still the clearest state- 
ment of the Russian idea of “de- 
mocracy”’ which the outside world 
has received. It was a brilliant 
sales talk along somewhat obscure 
lines, and the “will of the people.” 

After analyzing the Vishinsky 
text, a keen British political phi- 
losopher observed: 

“Add a new definition to your 
vocabulary—Vishinsky’s concept of 
democracy. According to him, de- 
mocracy is ‘the greatest amount 
of happiness for the greatest num- 
ber of people, whether they want 
it or not.’” 

It is at exactly this point that 
United States foreign policy has 
been at loggerheads with Moscow. 

The Russians forced a solution 
of the Polish problem on the basis 
of this mythical “will of the 
people.” They installed Austrian, 
Bulgarian and Rumanian “gov- 
ernments” as expressions of this 
mythical “will of the people.” On 
the very same ideological basis 
they are strongly behind what has 
been called “Titotalitarianism” in 
Yugoslavia, 

However, authentic reports of 
recent developments in Poland 
tell of a definite westernizing even 
of the Polish political situation. 

The revealing victory of the 
political opposition party to Com- 
munism in Hungary is another 
straw in the European wind. The 
Czechs are busy with nationaliza- 
tion of most of their industries, 
yet they remain political demo- 
crats in the constitutional sense 
of that word. In Austria the Rus- 
sians have given in, after con- 
siderable pressure. 

The Moscow agreement points 
to a compromise by the Big Three 
on the governmental situation in 
Romania and Bulgaria. 

German Keds in Minority. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
publicly stated that a free election 
in the Russian zone in Berlin 
would show up the German Com- 
munists as the minority group 
they really are. 

What will the foreign policy- 
makers of the Narkomindel—the 
Russian foreign office—do about 
the political temper of the New 
Europe? 

Will they accept it as a fact 
and co-operate in trade and cul- 
tural relations? 

Will the Soviet Union insist on 
keeping a “security belt” along 
her European borders, while it 
otherwise withdraws from the rest 


of Europe? 


Will it compensate for a loss 
of face in Europe by turning its 
attention even more than before 
to the Asiatic peoples? 

Or, will Russia itself change, 
broadening democracy within her 
own borders and, with the United 
States, lead all nations toward 
One World? 

The world has once again be- 
gun the task of making peace. 
This time the main burden falls 
on the two former isolationist 
world powers—the United States 
of America and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, 

Russia is in mid-passage. So is 
the world.

During the past year, he has also 
emerged as what can only be 
called a commanding figure in the 
business world. In 1944, he was al- 
ready the director of 16 corpora- 
tions, including 12 insurance com- 
panies, the Aviation Corporation, 
the War Damage Corporation, the 
Steep Rock Iron Mines and the 
Washington Properties, Inc. Even 
then, he was no small potato, 
Harry, George and Tom. 


But in 1945, Allen’s guidance 
and advice gained a wider appre- 
ciation. In that year he added to 
his list directorships in American 
Cable & Radio, Consolidated Vul- 
tee Aircraft Corporation, General 
Aniline & Film Corporation, Hugo 
Stinnes Corporation, and the Re- 
public Steel Corporation. On the 
boards of Aviation Corporation, 
Consolidated Vultee and Republic 
Steel, Allen sits with an old friend, 
Victor Emmanuel. On American 
Cable & Radio he has among his 
colleagues members of a New 
York banking house which has 
long been known for its friendly 
interest in the Democratic party. 

And on the board of the Stinnes 
Corporation, Allen finds himself 
halfway between being a public 
official and a business man, since 
it is under the control of the 
Alien Property Custodian. 


Merely as the man who makes 
the President laugh, and between 
laughs gives him much influential 
advice, Allen would now be a very 
big potato indeed, but as a man 
who can both play this role in 
the White House, and in his off

Behind closed doors, the Reclamation Bureau 
is trying to induce Congress to set aside an 
agreement the Bureau has made with the Army 
Engineers in their Inter-Agency Committee rela 
tive to the height of the proposed Garrison Res- 
ervoir on the Missouri River. 

That is how well the Inter-Agency Commit- 
tee is bringing about unity of action on the part 
of these historic enemies. That is how much 
good faith there is between the Bureau and the 
Engineers in their “shotgun wedding.” 

Because of the fighting between themselves 
that persists despite the false front of peace 
which the Inter-Agency Committee strives to 
present, the engineers of both agencies are 
throwing engineering decisions up to Congress 
—a practice that has proved ruinous to the Mis- 
souri Valley in the past and cannot prove other- 
wise in the future. 


About-Face of the Bureau 


The Reclamation Bureau originally opposed 
the Army Engineers’ Garrison project, declar- 
ing it would be a waste of money. Then, afraid 
that if it did not come to terms with the Army 
at any cost, an MVA would take over, the Bu- 
reau agreed to the project which it had con- 
demned as a waste of $123,000,000. 

The Bureau insisted, however, that Garrison 
Reservoir should be limited to an elevation of 
1830 feet above sea level instead of the 1850 
feet which the Army proposed. The higher ele- 
vation would back up the reservoir to Williston, 
N. D., and would necessitate levees to protect 
the town. The lower elevation would not. 

In the Inter-Agency Committee, the Bureau 
and the Army agreed last August to adopt the 
higher level as proposed by the Army. The 
Bureau then declared that it had no further in- 
terest in controversy over the subject. Now the 
Bureau, having made a pretense at accord in the 
Inter-Agency Committee, is knocking at the door 
of Congress to try to get its lower level for Gar- 
rison Reservoir written into the appropriation 
bill. 

Representative Lemke of North Dakota tells 
the Associated Press that three officials of the 
Reclamation Bureau have appeared before a 
House Appropriations subcommittee in closed 
session, and urged the lower level. The officials 
are William Warne, assistant commissioner; 
Harry Bashore, former commissioner and now 
special consultant, and W. G. Sloan, assistant 
regional director and author of the Bureau's 
Sloan plan for the Missouri River. 


The Agreements That Aren't 


Plainly, the “agreements” being reached in 
the Inter-Agency Committee are not agreements 
at all. The Army Engineers, more astute at this 
sort of thing than the Reclamation Bureau, are 
having pretty much their own way in the com- 
mittee. The Bureau, understandably enough, is 
not willing to submit any longer than it takes 
to get out of the committee room and start 
rounding up support which will reverse the bal- 
ance of power in its favor. 

The price both sides are paying to maintain 
the false front of the Inter-Agency Committee 
is steep. By making agreements that are in- 
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Muddling 


tended for showing and not for keeping, they 
are by default putting decisions on engineering 
questions into the hands of politicians. 


Case of Politico-Engineering 


To get an idea of what happens when politi- 
cians essay the role of engineers, the people of 
the Missouri Valley need look back no farther 
than the period between 1902 and 1910, when 
the improvement of the river was first turned 
over to the Army Engineers from the Missouri 
River Commission, which then went out of ex- 
istence. For an evaluation of the politico-engi- 
neering that went on during those eight years, 
a good reference is a report by a representative 
of the Army Engineers themselves, George C. 
Haydon, then principal engineer at the Kansas 
City District office. He wrote: 

At the inception of the work on the river 

. the appropriation acts usually speci- 

fied the localities. The work thus desig- 
nated was widely separated; hence could 
contribute little or nothing to navigation 
needs, and the amounts were inadequate 
even to attempt to provide suitable safe- 
guards for its protection. The destruction 
of such isolated work was inevitable and no 
one knew this better than the engineer who 
did the work. Because of this untoward 
interference, many derelicts of river work 
can be found, mute evidence of the waste 
of funds and a source of chagrin to‘ the en- 
gineers who must outwardly bear the brunt 
of criticism. ; 

Yet “untoward interference” by Congress is 
actually being invited today by the engineers of 
the Reclamation. Bureau, who are being ‘egged 
on into this desperate recourse by the domi- 
neering tactics of the Army Engineers. Both 
the Army and the Bureau are playing with fire, 
but it is the people of the valley who are likely 


to get burned. 


Development or Waste? 


Are these two quarreling agencies of gov- 
ernment to be allowed to pull and haul at the 
Missouri Valley until they have made such a 
mess of it that the development project is be- 
yond redemption? It should be borne in mind 
also that the only reason they are even putting 
up this pretense of unity is that they are scared 
for their very lives of MVA. 

Even so unreserved an apologist for the Army 
Engineers as the Omaha World-Herald admits 
as much: “The threat of the MVA drove the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion together.” What if the threat of MVA 
were removed? The Missouri Valley would be 
at the mercies of two hostile agencies fighting 
without further necessity for any holds to be 
barred. 

Is that the way to develop the. natural re- 
sources of the Missouri Valley.to the utmost, or 
is it the way to waste them in a civil war be- 
tween rival Federal agencies? 

Under professional engineers, through TVA, 
the Tennessee Valley has been made a source 
of pride. Shall the Missouri Valley be engi- 
neered by politicians and become “a source of 
chagrin’? The decision is up to the representa- 
tives and people of the Missouri Valley, and they 
may not have a great deal longer to determine 
their destiny for themselves.

Pauley’s Word or Everybody Else's? 

The basic problem before the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee, which is investigating the fit- 
ness of President Truman’s appointee, Edwin W. 
Pauley, to serve as Under Secretary of the Navy, 
has become painfully simple. It is: The only 
way the committee can conclude that Mr. Pauley 
is telling it the truth is to decide that everyone 
else isn't. 

Mr. Pauley has denied putting pressure on 
Secretary Ickes, former Attorney General Bid- 
die and former Assistant Attorney General Lit- 
tell in opposition to the Government’s assertion 
of title to tidelands oil. One by one Mr. Ickes, 
Mr. Biddle and Mr. Littell have come to the wit- 
ness stand and solemnly testified under oath that 
Mr. Pauley did what he solemnly testified under 
oath he did not do. 

Mr. Truman’s nominee has, in fact, himself 
contradicted an important fact of his sworn tes- 
timony: his statement that the Government of 
Mexico had formally approved his project for a 
refinery. The very next day, after his state- 
ment had been contradicted by witnesses, he ad- 
mitted that the project. had not received the 
formal approval of the Mexican Government. 

Is the performance of Mr. Pauley on the wit- 
ness stand that of a man dealing openly and 
aboveboard, eager to tell the Senate everything 
that bears on his fitness for the high public of- 
fice to which, Mr. Truman has nominated him? 
Or is it a deliberate attempt at deception, con- 
fused and contradictory? Only by disbelieving 
or ignoring the testimony of virtually everyone 
else who has appeared before it could the com- 
mittee regard Mr. Pauley as fitted for the office. 
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Gen. MacArthur is trying new measures to 
curb inflation in Japan. If he succeeds in set- 
ting the rising yen, there’s a job waiting for him 
with the OPA: 
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Gershwin at the Symphony 

That portly gentleman who dozes off at the 
Symphony concert—a favored creature of cari- 
cature, and too often of fact—wasn’t visible at 
the last weekend’s performances. One reason: 
he kept wide awake. Another: his type was 
overwhelmingly outnumbered by the alert and 
enthusiastic younger generation. 

These phenomena were produced by one of 
the orchestra’s happy departures from routine 
programming, this time to give its audiences an 
all-Gershwin concert; plus the presence of a 
vibrant and perceptive guest artist, the pianist 
Sanroma; plus particularly vivid performance by 
the orchestra itself. While Mr. Golschmann is 
faithful to the classics, the old war horses have 
never had a monopoly on his programs. The sa- 
lute to Gershwin, the composer who in his short 
life raised the standard of popular song and 
made jazz respectable, was an occasion that 
evoked such cataracts of applause as the Opera 
House hears only on red-letter days and nights. 

A goodly share of it came from the younger 


listeners, the swing experts, record addicts, reg- 
ulars at student and pop concerts, whose num- 
bers at the weekend performances were probably 
an all-time high. This is all to the good of the 
Symphony. It is building support for the orches- 
tra’s future, for it is those enthusiasts who will 
be the mainstay when the maintenance fund 
campaign of about 1966 issues its appeal. 
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Good Statement, With Reservations 

President Truman’s letter to Senator McMahon 
Saturday is a wise and workable proposal to 
manage the domestic aspect of atomic energy. 
A small full-time civilian commission would have 
full control over the dangerous fissionable ma- 
terials. But it would make them fully available 
for experiment and industrial application, un- 
der terms that would spur further development 
without tolerating private monopoly. 

However, administration in this field cannot 
be an open-and-shut matter. It may well be, 
therefore, that selections for the commission will 
present much greater hazards than those in- 
volved in framing a good statute. 

That question raised, one notes that Mr. Tru- 
man says he would not bar former members of 
the military. Does he plan to appoint Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves? Within his limits, Groves is 
highly competent. But since he was a prime 
mover for the dictatorial May-Johnson bill, his 
influence would probably be toward buttoning up 
domestic development so tightly that the con- 
tribution of research scientists and private in- 
dustry alike would be virtually shut off. 

Further, says Mr. Truman, the commission will 
“contribute materially” toward formulating “a 
safe, effective international arrangement.” But 
Groves is wholly addicted to the ruinous illusion 
that the English-speaking countries can and 
should monopolize the field, so here his influ- 
ence could be disastrous. 

In the letter, Mr. Truman has outlined an ex- 
cellent plan and policy. In the spirit, however, 
it lacks reassurance because of Mr. Truman’s 
own short-sightedness on international atomic 
management and also because of his wretched 
judgment in so many appointments to high 
office.

The Seniority Evil in Congress

Henry Clay was elected Speaker of the 
House of Representatives the day he en- 
tered the national legislative body. He was 
34 years old. That was in 1811, 


He was, of course, an accomplished 
young man. In those early days, and even 
somewhat later, a new member of recog- 
nized ability could aspire to posts of use- 
fulness justified by his talents. 


That has not been so tin the United 
States Congress for a long, long time now, 
though many brilliant newcomers have 
served with distinction in the executive 
branch of the Federal Government. 


This discourages many well-equipped men 
from even considering a congressional ca- 
reer. Capable men still do come to Cone 
gress, but they are neither properly recog- 
nized nor used. 


This is because of the seniority rule, 
which gives precedence to length of serv- 
ice in promotions in Congress. It vitiates 
not only efficiency but real democracy. For 
it bars from positions of influence new 
members who come in on the wave of a 
great issue on which the people have 
spoken and on which they want some ac- 
tion by Congress, 


Seniority Means Influence 


The seniority rule is rigid and inflexible 
in designating the chairmen of committees, 
These men have considerable influence, not 
only in determining the form of legislation, 
but also in deciding which bills shall be 
considered. 

When a member, moving up gradually 
through the years on the committee roster, 
reaches the top, he automatically becomes 
chairman. There he sits, able or not, 
worthy or unworthy, until he dies, retires 
or is defeated. 

Seniority also exerts a deterring influ- 
ence on the selection of members of com- 
mittees. The committee slates are decided 
on by a committee on committees of each 
party in each branch, These committees 
on committees are made up of veteran 
members, products of the senlority system. 


Their decisions are naturally colored by 
their conservatism, often by their hostility 
to new and younger members with progres- 
sive ideas who speak out, and occasionally 
by personal prejudice. A few current ex- 
amples will illustrate this. 


A Capable Man Rejected 


Young Senator J. William Fulbright of 
Arkansas distinguished himself as a fresh- 
man member of the House by authorship 
of the Fulbright resolution. This put the 
House on record for international co-opera- 
tion. 

Subsequently he was elected to the Sen- 
ate. It might be regarded as logical for 
him to go on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee because of his interest in, and 
his knowledge of, foreign affairs. He 
sought a place, but it was denied him. 


Differing with party leaders has proved 
harmful. Representative Christian A, Her- 
ter, Massachusetts Republican, has had 
wide and varying experience in the diplo- 
matic service and in government. He want- 
ed to go on the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, but he was among the few Republi- 
cans who deserted party leaders and voted 
against re-creation of the Dies Un-Ameri- 


can Committee, so-called. So he was denied 
the place. 

One of the able younger Democrats in 
the House is Albert Gore of Tennessee. He 
attracted attention by his work on the 
Banking and Currency Committee and was 
promoted, at the instance of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, to Appropriations. But there he 
was relegated by the chairman, Representa- 
tive Clarence Cannon, Missouri Democrat, 
to a very minor subcommittee. He had once 
tangled with Cannon in a heated debate. 
Cannon had not forgotten. 


Claimants Flip a Coin 


Cannon, incidentally, is chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee because his 
name begins with a “C.” A few years back, 
when the chairmanship became vacant, 
there were two claimants under the senior- 
ity rule: Cannon and Representative Clif- 
ton A. Woodrum, Virginia Democrat, rec- 
ognized as one of the most capable mem- 
bers of the House. 

Both had ‘entered Congress at the same 
time, but Cannon got the job because “C” 
came ahead of “W” in the alphabet, 


The alphabetical solution of such diffi- 
culties now has been discarded. Instead, 
they flip a coin! 

Perhaps the most pernicious effect of 
the seniority system on real democratic 
procedure is that it produces and perpetu- 
ates regional and minority control in Con- 
gress. 

When Republicans are in charge of the 
Administration, the Midwest influence is 
predominant in Congress because that sec- 
tion is the Republican stronghold, year in 
and year out, 


The Power of a Minority 


During the Democratic regimes of Roose- 
velt and Truman, power in Congress has 
been concentrated in the conservative 
Southern wing of the party. It is a minor- 
ity element in the party and representa- 
tive of a minority in the South because of 
various types of disfranchisement, includ- 
ing the poll tax and the so-called “white 
primary.” 

Speaker Sam Rayburn is from Texas. 
The president pro tem of the Senate, Ken- 
neth McKellar, is from Tennessee. The 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Com 
mittee, Senator Tom Connally, is from 
Texas. Altogether, chairmen of 15 of the 
33 Senate committees are from the South, 
while Southerners head 23 of the 48 House 
committees, including the most important 
in each branch, 

All this shows to what lengths the senior- 
ity system goes. What can we do about it? 


It would seem that a fair, equitable and 
workable solution would be election of the 
chairmen by the committees themselves, 
by secret ballot, and at the beginning of 
each Congress, which is every two years. 


Congress must rid itself of the shackling 
seniority system, itself a form of slavery, 
so that able men who have proved them- 
selves may find a useful outlet for their 
talents in the service of their country.

“Studying Law,’ Edited by Arthur T. Vanderbiit. 
(Washington Square Publishing Corp., New York.) 
Here is a book on law with a special and 

very commendable purpose. It aims to an- 

awer a number of questions for returning 
veterans and college students who are con- 
templating the study of law: What is the 
profession of the law? What are its goals 
and standards, its tools and materials? 

What does it offer, what does it expect of, 

those who decide to follow it? 

To answer these questions, Mr. Vander- 
bilt, a former president of the American 
Bar Association, has collected a group of 
writings, all previously published, by nine 
well-known lawyers and scholars in the 
law, The subjects range from advice on 
personal conduct to proposed reforms in 
the technical rules of evidence. The whole 
consists of some 790 pages of reading mat- 
ter, 


Ld * * 


T have no doubt that some of these pages 
will be read with pleasure and profit by the 
law-minded student and returning veteran. 
I have in mind particularly the editor’s own 
discussion of the college courses that are 
most suitable for the future lawyer, and 
the very practical review of the various op- 
portunities that are open to a lawyer. And 
despite its amusing  straight-lacedness 
(“Even beware of coffee!"”), I would cer- 
tainly recommend Beveridge’s lofty and 
thoroughly honest sermon on “The Young 
Lawyer and His Beginnings.” 

Unfortunately, much cannot be said for 
the rest of the book, The selections chosen 
by the editor are not only not very germane 
to the book’s announced purpose. Their lit- 
erary style is anything but the kind that 
would inspire or even hold the interest of: 
the young law prospect. On top of it all, 
the dosage given for each topic. is inex- 
cusably heavy-——a hundred pages, for exam- 
ple, on legal history alone. 

To ask the returning veteran to wade 
through page after page of Roscoe Pound's 
sociology or John Zane’s antiquities is, I 
fear, pretty close to asking him for a re- 
peat performance of basic training.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4 (AP)—The 
baseball magnates were homeward 
bound today after an uneventful 
two-day major league. session 
which failed to produce a single 
player trade, although a number 
of important off-the-field matters 
were threshed out. 

Although Salesman Sam Brea- 


don, baseball's ace. David Harum, 
was one of the first arrivals and 


one of the last to pack his things, | @ 


the St. Louis Cardinals’ president 
did not leave behind a single sam- 
Ple of his highly prized wares, 
which include a collection of 25 as- 
sorted pitchers. 


Not that he didn’t have plenty tee 


of would-be customers. Mel Ott, 
doughty New York Giant manager, 
was chief bidder from a varied 
array of art-on-the-diamond fan- 
ciers, but Breadon, cocking an at- 
tentive ear-to all propositions, 
waved them all aside with the 
statement, “I’m not ready to sell 
until I examine my merchandise 
—during spring training.” 

Among the more important mat- 
ters handled at the meeting were 
the question of bonus payments to 
free agents, the sandlot promo- 
tional program, schedules and the 
suspended game rule. 

Bonus Player Legislation. 


The magnates solved the per- 
plexing problem of the player 
bonus with a legislation erasing 
the practice of paying fancy sums 
to free agent, sandlot and college 
players. The majors ruled that 
clubs may still pay a bonus, but 
placed the transaction under such 
heavy restrictions as to make it 
unlikely any club will care to take 
the risk involved. 

Actually, the rule cannot be ef- 
fective until adopted by the Na- 
tional Association, the minor 
league . overning body. However, 
as the minors have long been oOp- 
posed to the bonus payments, it is 
thought likely they would accept it. 

Commissioner Chandler appears 
to have scored a complete victory 
with the two leagues voting to 
establish a department conducting 
a promotional program in the com- 
missioner’s office. Previously 
there was a move, sponsored by 
the minor leagues, to conduct this 
program apart from the commis- 
sioner’s office. This faded out 
with the majors’ ruling. 

League schedules will not be 
available until early March be- 
cause of difficulties in working 
out night dates in conjunction with 
return to four intersectional 
trips. Opening dates, however, 
have been announced by both 
leagues, the season to start April 


16. 
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No Suspended Games. 

A move welcomed by most base- 
ball men was the abolishing *of 
the National League rule calling 
for completion at a later date of 
games unfinished due to curfew 
laws or necessity of catching 
trains. Hereafter, a game is com- 
plete and official if five innings 
have been played. That is the 
American League rule. The senior 
circuit also decreed that a player 
put out of the first game of a 
deuble-header by an umpire be 
permitted to return and play in 
the second game. The American 
League did not follow suit. 

The two leagues also were in 
disagreement over the professional 
football matter. The National 
contended that the rule adopted a 
year ago prohibiting football 
games in major league parks until 
the home club has completed its 
home schedule was passed only as 
a one-year regulation. The Ameri- 
can contended that this rule is 
still effective and should be en- 
forced in 1946. 

Commissioner Chandler favors 
the stand taken by the National 
but action was deferred until a 
later meeting. However, he strung 
along with the National in voting 
for the extension of the 30-player 
limit deadline to June 15, The 
old rule, favored by the Ameri- 
can League, set the deadline at 31 
days after the opening of the sea- 
son, or about May 15.

“Loused Weekend at the Waldorf,” 
with the setting a fine Kentucky 
mansion, and they roasted Chan- 
dier, Branch Rickey, Larry Mac- 
Phail, Mel Ott, Léo Durocher, 
Ford Frick and William Harridge 
to a fare-thee-well. 

On the serious side, the writers 
presented the Sid Mercer award, 
emblematic of the “player of the 
year” selection, to Second Base- 
man George Stirnweiss of the 
Yankees. To Al Schacht, “clown 
prince of baseball,” went the Bil! 
Slocum award for his “long and 
meritorious service” to the game. 

Guest speakers included Chan- 
dier, Mayor William O’Dwyer, Maj. 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, superin- 
tendent of West Point, and 
Jimmy Conzelman, coach of the 
Chicago Cardinals of the National 
Football League.

When you discover that a joint isn’t where it 
shoftild be the only recourse is to try the places 
where, in your opinion, a joint ought not to be. 
Before you are through experimenting the fowl 
will be considerably the worse for wear. | 
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FAILURE TO find the joint leads to the con- 
clusion that there is something wrong with the 
fowl. Onlookers, however, will hold instead that 
the fault is not with the fowl but with you. 

As you struggle with the fowl, onlookers will 
reminisce about parents and grandparents and 
uncles and great-uncles who never missed a joint 
on the first try. They do not see why you 
should. Onlookers do not seem to realize that 
when a carver cannot find a joint his morale is 
in great need of being built up. They do their 
best to break it down.

URING the war and_ still 
DP trrouse these days of strikes, 

we have been thankful to be 
lucky enough to obtain meat no 
matter what kind it was. There 
has been no opportunity to choose 
the quality we would like or were 
able to pay for. After so many 
months of buying after that fash- 
jon, we may have forgotten all 
about the buying principles that 
any thrifty and quality-wise per- 
son should employ. So while we 
may have shortages for a little 
while, this situation won’t exist 
‘long, and it will come in handy 
to refresh our minds on the points 
that will enable us to purchase 
what we want and pay no more 
than a reasonable price for what 
we buy, 

Take the matter of buying half 
a ham. What half should one buy, 
the shank or the butt? Well, the 
answer depends on what you 
want. If you desire the maximum 
of tender meat, then the butt is 
what you should buy. But this 
end of the ham has more waste 
and its utilization is slightly miore 
limited than the shank end. A 
steak or two can be cut from it 
to broil and the rest can be 
roasted . Steak can also be cut 
from the shank end, then the 
shank can be sawed off for soup 
making and the rest can be 
roasted. In buying a half ham to 
get full value, there is only one 
way to get your money’s worth 
and that is to choose the whole 
ham and have the butcher cut it 
in half for you, and at the same 
time you can have him slice off 
the steaks you want, as well as 
the shank for soup. Buying ham 
that has already been cut may 
be ham that has the center slices 
already removed and sold sepa- 
rately. 

Ham and Potatoe Casserole. 


One pound ham, sliced one-half 
inch thick, one tablespoon bacon 
drippings, two tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons flour, one and 
one-half cups milk, salt if re- 
quired, dash black pepper, of de- 
sired, six to eight medium pota- 
toes, sliced thin. 

Pan-fry ham in bacon drippings 
until brown on both sides. Place 
in bottom of well-buttered cas- 
serole. Melt butter, blend in flour, 
add milk, and stir over direct heat 
until sauce boils and thickens. 
Add salt, if tenderized ham is 
used, and pepper. Arrange sliced 
potatoes over ham, and pour hot 
sauce over them, Bake in.a mod- 
ertely slow oven (350 degrees F.) 
until potatoes are tender, about 1 
hour; cover casserole for first half 
hour, then remove cover for re- 
maining time. Either raw or 
cooked ham may be used for this 
dish, Five servings.

Breakfast: Stewed prunes, waf- 
fles and syrup, bacon, 

Luncheon: Tomato soup, melba 
toast, pineapple and _ cottage 
cheese salad. 

Dinner: Ham and potato cas- 
serole, spiced apple slices, buttered 
broccoli, whole wheat rolls, choco- 
late cake. 

Sliced Apples. 

Combine one and_ two-thirds 
cups sugar, one and one-half cup 
vinegar, one and one-half teaspoon 
whole cloves, and one stick cin- 
namon (three inches long) in a 
saucepan; boil for three minutes. 
Core and slice four medium apples 
into slices four slices to each ap- 
ple and add to the syrup. Simmer 
for seven or eight minutes, or 
until apples are transparent, turn- 
ing slices very carefully during 
cooking and spooning syrup over 
them occasionally, Remove apples 
to cool. Reserve syrup for future 
use. Four servings. 


Prune and Walnut Pudding 


One cup cooked prunes, one- 
half cup prune juice; one cup boil- 
ing water; one cup sugar, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-third cup 
corn starch; one-third cup cold wa- 
ter; one tablespoon lemon juice; 
one-third cup shredded walnuts; 
two egg whites. 

Remove stones from prunes and 
combine meat with prune juice, 
boiling water, sugar, salt and cin- 
namon, Bring to boiling point. 
Add corn starch, which has been 
mixed with cold water until 
smooth. Stir and cook until thick- 
ened, then cook 10 minutes over 
hot water. Add lemon juice and 
walnuts. Mold and chill. Beaten 
egg whites may be added after 
removing from the range or used 
as a meringue to top the individ.

LONDON. 

OU have probably appraised 
Y according to your sympathies 

the speeches made by Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Vishinsky before 
the Security Council Friday, when 
they presented the question of 
British troops remaining in Greece, 
My own sympathies, as I read the 
two speeches, were largely with 
the Greek representative. A story 
here said that he sat quite impas- 
sive during Vishinsky’s speech, 
but when Bevin ended with the 
direct question: “Do you want us 
in your country or not—yes or 
no?” he got up and made a strong 
plea, 

. . . 

YES, HE SAID, they did need 
British soldiers to keep order in 
the country, but he hoped that 
the two allies, Britain and Russia, 
could make peace with each other 
on this question. Greece, with a 
very small standing army, has on 
her borders Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia, both with large,  battle- 
trained armies and, in addition, a 
considerable number of Russian 
troops. She has a treaty with 
Britain, since Britain has always 
had an interest in all these Medi- 
terranean countries bordering on 
the waters through which she has 
to pass to reach India and Austral- 
ja. The plea for peace and soft 
words to settle their disputes, 
therefore, would seem to be a very 


logical thing for a little country 
like Greece, which can only hope 
her appeal will be heeded. To a 
reader on the outside, it looks as 
though it would be possible to do 
things on a co-operative basis, 
and co-operation is the test of 
our ability to stay together as 51 
nations trying in good faith to 
keep the peace of the world.

AT FRIDAY EVENING’S plen- 
ary session we took up the 
UNRRA resolution, which had 
been presented in its final form by 
Sol Bloom, Since Bloom had ob- 
tained its adoption by making a 
very moving speech, everyone felt 
that he should make a -short 
speech at this session. He was 
followed by others, many of the 
speakers praising the help which 
UNRRA brought to their people. 
In addition, there were tangible 
promises of co-operation from 
some states which had not’ before 
taken part. When this item was 
finally adopted on the agenda, I 
could not help wishing that Gov. 
Lehman, who has so often taken 
hard words on the administration 
of UNRRA, could have heard the 
praise from all sides. Masaryk 
made a moving address in which 
he spoke of the innumerable chil- 
dren whom he had seen at the age 
of six looking like old people of 60 
and who, without UNRRA’s help, 
would certainly have died.

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He Made His Dream Come True 


Dr. Clyde Van Osdol Always Wanted 
To Be Country Doctor With His Own 
Hospital—Story of How He Gained 
Education, Realized His Ambition

GREENTOP, Mo., Feb. 2. 
HEN Clyde Van Osdol was 
growing up on a farm over 
near Leonard, the man he 
most admired was John Hayden, 
the country doctor who served 
the neighborhood. When he was 
a man he would be a country doc- 
tor like John Hayden. When he 
was a man, getting ready to be a 
doctor, his ambition grew. He 
wanted to be a country doctor 
with a hospital of his own. He 
called it his dream and it was 
rightly named, for there was small 
chance of it coming true, but he 
did more than dream. He worked 
to make it come true and it did. 
Now the little town of Greentop, 
with fewer than 300 population, 
has a hospital that, on a small 
scale, is as complete as any in the 
great cities. It is his solution of 
the problem of medical and surgi 
cal care for country people. 
When, as a young man, Van Os- 
dol was preparing himself for the 
practice of the profession that he 
had chosen, the thing that im- 
pressed him most was the lack of 
hospital facilities for country peo- 
ple. In all the north central area 
of the state there was no hospital. 
The nearest was at Ottumwa, Ia., 
60 miles away, and at Keokuk, 110 
miles away. Some of these days 
he told himself, he would change 
that. He would build a hospital] 
where one was most needed, 
where it would serve the farm 
folk and the people of the villages 
His dream hospital would have 
to wait because at the time he 
had his hands full working his 
way through medical school. For 
two years he was a bellhop at the 
Travelers’ Hotel, Kirksville, and 
for a year was a clerk at the Ste- 
phenson Hotel in that town, while 
he attended college. Summers he 
went to Pampa, Tex., and worked 
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An an ice plant there. When he 
graduated, all that he had was 
what he had learned. He didn’t 
have enough money to set himself 
up in an office and start practic- 
ing. For another year he worked 
in the ice plant. Then he was 
ready to be a doctor. That was 
14 years ago. 

Looking for a location he picked 
Greentop because it seemed to 
him that the needs of the village 
and the countryside were great. 
It was not what an ambitious 
young doctor would ordinarily 
haye looked upon as a good open- 
ing, especially, when there was a 
depression, but his idea of a good 
opening was one where he could 
work hard and carry out his long- 
range plans. Chief of these plans 
was to provide hospital facilities 
and get the people into the notion 
of availing themselves of such fa- 
cilities. They did not have any 
such notion when he began. They 
were not hospital-minded. There 
survived a distrust which had 
come down from the early day 
when a trip to the hospital was 
looked upon as the last resort and 
patients weren’t expected to re 
turn. The new doctor had to over- 
come that distrust.

Dr. Van Osdel began with two 
beds back of his office where pa- 
tients could be given better treat- 
ment than they could have at 
home, The patients liked it, espe- 
cially surgical cases that were 
spared a trip to a distant hospital. 
In time the accommodations were 
not sufficient and Dr. Van Osdol 
looked around for the realization 
of his hospital dream: Down the 
street stood an old hotel. Some 
said it was a hundred years old. 
It had fallen into disuse. The doc- 
tor bought it, tore it down and 
built a modern 15-bed hospital.

and equipment the doctor put 

plans on which he had been work- 

ing for five years.

Now all the prejudice against 
hospitals has disappeared and 
most patients prefer to be treated 
at the hospital by the doctor and 
his assistants and nurses, Expan- 
sion has become necessary. A 
brick addition is being built to 
the frame hospital building which 
will accommodate 55 patients. 

In a practical way Dr. Van Os- 
dol feels that his hospital is the 
answer to the demand for better 
rural medical and surgical care, 
supplying the need without extreme 
“socialization.” Under the latter 
heading come the social security 
and Red cross cases that are han- 
died, but for the most part there 
no disturbance of the normal 
relations of physician and patient 
except that he provides the hos- 
pitalization which most physicians 
are not equipped to supply. As 
deputy state health commissioner 
for Schyler county his functions 
fit in with the hospital's accom- 
modations. He also is county 
coroner. 

Dr. Van Osdol keeps an open 
mind on the subject of group 
practice as related to so-called 
“socialized medicine.” He intends 
to follow the trends as they de- 
velop in other hospitals. He hearti- 
ly recommends the solution that 
he has found for the rural health 
problem, regardless of what may 
develop in the future, 

Dr. Van Osdol's wife, to whom 
he was married 12 years ago, has 
helped to bring attention in her 
own way to Greentop. For two 
terms she was Mayor of the town. 
It came about when R. W. Caven- 
der, editor of the Greentop Re- 
porter, suggested eight years ago 
that what the old town needed 
was a shaking up. He proposed 
a women’s ticket to run against 
the men who had always run the 
town. A ticket was named, with 
Mrs. Van Osdol as the candidate 
for Mayor. She was elected hands- 
down and in with her went wom- 
en councilmen and a woman town 
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The men were left in a 
daze. They never expected any- 
thing like that to happen in 
Greentop. The next year Mrs. 
Van Osdol and the other women 
were re-elected. It might have 
gone on and on but in the last 
month of her second term Mrs. 
Van Osdol became a mother and 
with the baby to take care of she 
declined to take care of the town 


any ionger.

Dr. Van Osdol, now 38 years 
old and packed with energy, is as 
busy as a cranberry merchant and 
twice as happy and looking for- 
ward to being busier and happier 
when the hospital addition is fin- 
ished. He has his hands full car- 
ing for the patients who come to 
him. They are country people 
and they like him and trust him 
because he is a country man him- 
self. His assistant, Dr. Marion 
Henry, takes care of most of the 
outside work, attending patients 
for whom there is no room at the 
hospital. 

Dr. Van Osdol, taking a little 
time out on a busy day, sighs with 
satisfaction and pride as he looks 
about him, soothed by the soft 
sounds of his smoothly running 
hospital. “It’s all mine,” he says, 
looking upon his work and seeing 
that it is good. He started on a 
shoestring, one might gay, and he 
has had his ups and downs, but 
the hospital as it stands, with a 
value of $25,000, is paid for. He 
will have to go into debt for the 
$10,000 addition but he isn’t wor- 
ried about that because the hos- 
pital has made a place for itself 
in the community and he is as- 
sured that all of its expanded fa- 
cilities will be needed for the pa- 
tients who come from a radius of 
45 miles to share its benefits,

West 
got rid of a heart, and when East 
cashed the heart ace and led the 
heart queen through declarer, 
West ruffed away South’s king. 
East ruffed another diamond, 
cashed his heart ten, then led a 
spade. To sum up, South came out 
with exactly two tricks on his 
contract for eight tricks, and suf- 
fered the not inconsiderable loss 
of 1700 points! 

South moaned piteously that 
the cards had been stacked 
against him, and indeed, that was 
true. Nevertheless, though the 
unishment was too severe for 
the offense, the fact remains that 
South had been “asking for it” 
when he put in the overcall! I 
say this because there was noth- 
ing to be gained by that bid! No 
reasonable objective or purpose 
could be served. It wasn’t a “lead- 
directing call”"—who wants part- 
ner to lead to a jack-high suit? 
It wasn’t the groundwork for a 
“save’—surely, South didn’t want 
to be pushed to five clubs against 
a game bid by the opponents! 
Thus, the only explanation for 
the bid was that South must have 
had the burning desire to make
